Leader Defies 
Sects' Threat 
For Civil War 

SAIGON, Indochina. March 21 nn 
— American-backed Premier Ngo 
Dlnh Diem angrily rejected an ul- 
timatum today from the coalition 
of three powerful religious aecti to 
roahuflle-hU-govarnmant— In— flva- 
days-or face a possible civil war. 

A spokesman* lor Diem said the 
premier also warned that he would 
keep order In the strlfe-lom coun- 
try by force ot arms If necessary. 

The apokesmnn aald that to hand 
over control of Freo Viet Nam to 
the secta would be to "offer the 
state to the communists on k sllver- 
platlcr." 

Observers said Dlem's beat chance 
ot ending the growing crisis was to 
split tho GKls' unity and deal wlUi 
each of them in turn. Otherwise, 
they aald. there was a serious chance 
of civil 

The ultimatum was Issued by the 
Hoa Hao. gao Dal and Blnh 
Xuyen religious sects which have 
formed a united front backed by 
private armies of 45.000 men. Some 
ot the troops already have clashed 
with the nationalist army. 

The ultimatum delivered to Diem 
demanded he reorgnnUe his cabinet 
within five daya along terms ap. 
proved by the Uiree sects or face 
llo^tlllly which could plague Uie na- 
tion Into bloody civil strife. 

The three rcllKlous fleets formed a 
coiillllon on March and announced 
tliry would try lo form a new anll- 
communbit government. The sects 
claimed lo hold almost all of Ihe 
BoviUieni part of Frea Viet Nam.

Falrlus, board chairman of the 
giant U, s. Steel corporation, testi- 
fied at the senate banking com- 
mittee's "friendly" investigation ot 
the slock market. 

He declined any-general appraisal 
ot market conditions on Uic grounds 
that "I am not a stock market 
operator ... I am in the hiuilncss 
of making and selling steel." 
Face Problem 
But he Bald steel companies face 
a apeciat problem in marketing 
common stock because "public c 
fldence' In Bteel Issues has not 
ways been high," 

"The reason,, said Falrlcss, Is.Uiat 
"the ateel Industry . , . has been 
hlghlj* sensitive to the ,upa and 
downs' which have occurred in the 
economy as a whole ... in down- 
ward economic cycles, the operating 
rate In steel drops offiiilmost ex- 
actly twice as fast as the gencrtil 
level .of Industrial production. 

Even In good times, "the profits 
of the ateel industry havp been un- 
failingly below the average," h( 

Matter of Concern 
I Falrlcss said the comparative iin- 
attractlveness ot steel shares to In^ 
veslora Is a matter for national 
concern 'because tho Industry must 
raise vnst sums ot capital ov 
next 25 years to replace wo 
plants nnd expand capnclly. 

He Urged, as one solution of the 
problem further liberalization nl 
Che tax laws governing depreciation, 
which were liberalized In last year's

The 7,5 per cent Increase meaj 
had gone lo the house floor under 
parllamcnlary rule that barred 
all amendmcriis but required a two- 
thirds vole of approval for pa-wage. 
But house mcmbera who want, a 
ito on amendments boosting the 
pay raise lo as high as 10 per cent 
urged colleagues to disapprove it, 
and Ihcy did. 

The measure now goes back to 
the house rules committee which 
had sent It to the floor with thi 
no-amendment rule. Supporters o. 
a' blgRer postal increase wont it 
brought up with the measure open 
to amendments. 

President Elsenhower has Indl- 
cated he will voto any bill whlcli 
provides for a pay increase higher 
than 7.5 'per cent. But Rep, John 
E. Moss,, D., Calif., who ndvocatra n 
hlfiher rnlsc, urged the house to dis- 
regard the President's warning.

To Read Fast, 
Just Thuik It 

COLUMBUS, O. nn— Yriu can read 
fa.ster if you thlpk yon can. 

The authority for IhLi Is Fred 
Kohl, who has taught a number of 
Columbus bus^eaa people -to read 
about 100 per cent faster than they 
did. 

The system Is simple and the secret 
lies In psychology. Kohl ssld, as h( 
explained. his course for local busi- 
ness executives, 

■ "Once a man believes he car 
rpad faster, he can rend • faster,' 
Koiil said, 

TO teach faster reading, Kohl 
shows a scries of IB movies pre- 
pared by Harvard university. The 
students are treated to reading selec- 
tions where they are forced to read 
OS fost as the words come to the 
screen. With each liim, the words 
come faster. 

"People who reod faster retain 
more ot what they've read than 
slow readers." Kohl said, "A slow 
reader will read about two words 
at a glance. It he sees a phrase 
like -The wandering boy' he may 
first see "The wand-' then 'crlng 
boy.' Neither of thcSe ifroups means 
anything to him." 

But says Kilil, It the reader sees 
The wanderings boy" in one glance 
has lias a complete thought. 
Kohl snld that he tries to teach 
s classes to read a line In a bflok 
one ot two eye shifts instead 
of half a dozen. 
Kohl, office trnlnlng manager for 
le Farm Bureau Insuj-nnco com- 
panies, said the students retain 
about. 60 to 65 per cent of what 
they rend. Ho added lhat by In- 
cren-Mng the amount rend, students 
retain more and learn more by 
reading more.

Now It Is disclosed that the air force re- 
search cehter at Cambridge, Mass., and the 
slllce of naval research have been studying 
the problem for four years and have made 
i discovery of the highest Importance to air 
lafety. 

They learned that apy mountain range 
[with crests above 300 feet can produce vertl- 
:al air currents like huge waterfalls. Some 
[low down, but some flow upward at frlght- 
snlng .speed. Others whirl about like giant 
[Ferris wheels. 

' Planes trapped In these varied currents are 
Ikely to find their altitude gauges thrown off 
;he track, with resulting peril to the aircraft. 

To probe these ' treacherous air drafts, air 
;orce and navy researchers sent piloted, 
notorless gliders right Into their midst. Risk 
■a pilots waa great. Some who have gone 
through powerful surges of air arounoVnoun- 
;ain summits report that at times they lost 
, iU control of their ships for a short period, 
fi'fcontrolled Instrument flying was Impossible. 
Ill A pilot might think he waa climbing stead- 
1 kly when actually he waa dropping 2,500 feet 
fi'a, minute in apparently smooth air. One of

f' j Heavy gusts might buffet a plane, causing

Airplane has found itself In this very jiredlca- 
ment Just before It crashed . on a craggy 
mountainside. 

) The fact that cloud caps often hide high 
jjeaks further complicates the problem, and 
I -probably accounts for mountain .accidents, 
Jn otherwise clear weather. 

This painstaking four-year Inquiry has 
r'jjroduced data and charts of.-.trMnendous 
fcii-yalue to civil and military aviation. These 
ri yharts might be compared to those used by 
<hlps In marking dangerous shoals and reefs. 
lAlready made available to the commercial 
I • Airlines aiid others, they aie considered by 
>lr experts to be a prime factor In the greatly 
improved air safety record of 1954. 
; Since they have understood the perilous 
'mountain air currents, researchers have 
Bteadlly advised alt fliers to steer clear of 
them wherever they are known to exist, 
Evidently the warning has been heeded, if it 
continues to he, this very puzzling type of 
plane crash may be largely a thing of the 
past.

The Arkansas Recorder, a political 
weekly ot statewide circulation pub- 
lished In Little Rock, has been keep- 
ing tabs on the Oaielte and, In this 
caseTt pointed out the gimmick. The 
recorder noted that Che Gazette was 
trying to persuade th« voters that 
Faubus had left Commonwealth by 
18 time the reds got In, 
Now the Recorder nailed down the 
tact that In 1835 the aame Gazette, 
under different fdilorlal ■dmlnistra- 
tlon, crusaded against this commu- 
itst cell. In thai campaign the Oa- 
zette revealed shocking conditions 
:lstlng well before Faubus showed 
up with a fre« scholarship received 
from per.ions never Idenlltied for 
the record. In brief, the Recorder 
shows that the same GaBetle itself 
established the character ot this 
comfinmuripparatos before Pautjus 
landed there. 

The present editor of the Qazette 
Is Harry 3 Ashmore. an Import from 
South Carolina who wrote a "report" 
'study" on segregation in south- 
ern public school* which was subsi- 
dized by the Ford foundation. Ash- 
more's "report" ardently favored 
abolition *of aegregallon, but T. R. 
Waring, editor of the Charleston 
News and Courier, h'as been running 
Ilery editorials accusing the Satur- 
day Svening Post, practically all ot 
the northern newspaper press and 
many southern papers'of suppressing 
Inilh bearing on the problem in the 
south. 

Mr. Waring ti a member of a group 
o( newspapermen on a board called 
the Southern Education Reporting 
service, also financed by the Ford 
foundation. It is quite plain that hi 
is not In there to promote Ashmore'i 
personal attitudes In this and related 
political matters. On the contrary, he 
can be relied on to fight Aahmore 
to force discussion of phases of a 
number of social problems which are 
now "ijuarnntlned," 

McCarthy sharply quesUonM Wll 
ber M. Bruckner, general coun.sel o 
the defense department. In the hear- 
ing on March 8. Brucker said he had 
never heard ot the ease ot this 
Jor and asked, "Are you sure he 
communtat?" 

To this McCarthy replied, "to be 
a director ot a communist college he 
obviously had to be a communist." 
He added that a man bearing the 
same names as this major, a combi- 
nation' of two unusunl first names 
and a surname which is by no means 
common, had a long record of attlU- 
atlon with communist fronts. 

In dealing with this scene ir 
Washington, the Gazette was con- 
sistent with Its earlier atUtuds on 
Pnubus' connection with Common- 
wealth, It said: "In last summer'i 
primary, Paubus said he was the vic- 
tim ot a whispering campaign be- 
cause he once attended the college 
for a few days." However, It then ad-

A, mighly, windstorm coJ- 
lapstd a circus tent over 400 persons 
at Uvalde, Tex. 

. Bitter cold followed the jitorms, 
ien'ding the temperature nose-diving 
to It below at Rawlins, Wyo., and 
to four above at Chadron, Nebi 
sub-freezing 21 above was predicted 
for California's citrus bell. , 

In Nebraska, the snow was car- 
ried by 40 miles per hour winds and 
blocked state route 34 east of Wayne. 

aa almost a halt foot deep early 
today st many points and forecasters 
warned more was coming. 



Snowstorms and Icy highways 
were blamed for two traffic deaths 
In Iowa and three fn Nebraska yes- 
terday. A Minnesota^ collision d&rlng 
a blinding snowstorm Saturday ac- 
counted for another death. 

In Missouri, fiood waters followed 
tornadoes and torrential rains.' At 
Piedmont a 4.5 Inch rain flooded 
McKenile creek, forcing evacuation 
of 3D families, and Howell creek 
flood waters spilled Into West Plains' 
business district.

While Putt did not elaborate, he 
presumably referred to the danger 
that HussiA win beat the United 
States to the punch ItT developing 
IntercontlnenUl guided missile 
capable of carrying hydrogen war-

The United States Is expected to 
have such a weapon ready fflr ac- 
tual combat me within five to 10 
years. Some military experts be- 
tlEVB RUsala has sacrificed some con- 
ventional weapons research In an 
ellort to. steal a march on this 
country In the missiles field. 

Reflecting current defense depart- 
ment unceruUity over Soviet guld. 
ed missiles progress, General Putt 
did not say specifically that Soviet 
scientists actually are working on 
a new secret weapon. But he did 
say: 

"I think right now In the next 
five or six years the Russians are 
perfectly capable of confronting us 
with a technological surprise— with 
a new military weapon In any par- 
ticular area that they choose to 
devote their resources, their sclentl- 
flo brains and their efforts.

General Putt, who said previously 
that Russia Li fast overcoming this 
country's aviation lead, warned that 
he believes "the international slluB' 
tinn could be changed dramatically' 
by development of such a weapon.

Idea Offered 

■WASHINGTON. March 31 im 
Sen, A. 6. Mike Monroney sugRested 
today an 'International box score" 
to measure publicly the actual steps 
taken by any nation toward dis- 
armament. 

The Oklahoma Democrat said he 
hoped Harold E. Stassen. President 
Elsonhower's newly -appointed spe. 
clal assistant on disarmament pro- 
posals., would try to' work toward 
setting up such an International 
measuring rod for disarmament 
progres.1, 

Monioney said the "box score" 
would serve as a "thermometer" to 
measure the "belligerency tempera- 
ture" of nations.

He said It could show the propor- 
tion of a country's productive efforts 
toward peacetime cbasamer goods 
compared to the percentage of prO' 
ductlon going into military goods. 

Monroney said such a chart 
would show clearly which nations 
were actually doing something about 
disarmament and which ones were 
]ust talking. 

" Stissen was believed sure to give 
consideration to Monroney's sugges-' 
tlon since he made a television ap- 
peal for suggestions. 

Seeks Ideas 
He asked all Americans for "Ideas, 
suggestions and comments" that 
might help him In his new post and 
admitted that his chief task at least 
at the start will be "a search for 
Ideas" In trying to develop a "basic 
policy" on disarmament. 

The United Stales has been aeek- 
ing workable dlsannament slnce*the 
end of "World war II. It offered at 
that time to give up Its atomic 
monopoly to a world agency with 
International Inspection. This later 
became the United Nations plan, 
but the Soviet Union rejected It. 

Last month the Soviet Union pro- 
posed a "freeze" on armed forces at 
Jan. 1.

Mun- 
dreds of thouaand* more l\V9 reel- 
Jeajly under red rule hoping to get 
to freedom. 

'How many of them mnke 11 will 
directly «f(cct the vote when elec- 
tlona are held In 1956 lo determine 
the political rat« of Vlclnnm. 

The communlata have rcaorted lo 
brutal, desperate tactics to stem the 
flow ot refugees through a hole In 
the bamboo curtain held open by 
tcriiuunne Ocncm-afrreemenl, Any 
person In North Vietnam has the 
right, oQ paper at Icaal, to go aouth. 
Had Bad KUrt 

But "opernllon evacuation" Rot 
off lo a bad start. When red troops 
marched Into Hanoi la^t October 
only 100.000 refuKcea had been 
* moved eouth. Many of them found 
conditions so deplorable they will- 
ingly returned to communist terri- 
tory. 

The South Vietnam Rovernment 
of Premier Ngo Dlnh Dlcm actetT 
awKUy to make the p^ospect of re- 
eettlement In the south more allur- 
ing. While 800,000 refugees have 
been received up to now, another 
200.000 arc awaltlnft transfer from 
Haiphong In red territory. This will 
raise to one million the number of 
trflnsplantcd rrfuscea, a significant 
portion of tho 12 million population 
of North Vietnam. 

The methods communist leaders 
use to frustrat* the migration vary 
according to regional conditions and 
the Ingenuity of local officials. 
Imprisonment Used 

Imprisonment on trumped-Up 
charges often puis a fast end to a 
man's plan to move south. Red pro- 
pagandists pound heavily on tht 
Idea tho Vietnamese should not de- 
sert tha land occupied for genera- 
tions by their ancestors. 

Posters describing jqlsery «nd 
■tATvatloa In the noulh are pla3t«red 
In every village, purportedly signed 
by disappointed refugees who have 
returned. 

When thess tactics fall, the reds 
resort to outright terrorism to dls- 
" courage miration. Women and chil- 
dren hBVfl been Jalted u hostages 
when one meniber ot the family 
.leaves for tho south. 

.Tralni Leave 

Nevertheless, a train leaves the 
T«d capital of Hanoi each day carry- 
ing bundredi of hopeful iQlgrants. 
They arrive aix hours later at a 
checkpoint northwest of Haiphong. 
Those wltli-Broi»r_y.lsa8_«re then 
taken to camp "Villa Pagode," the 
first fre* world outpost to shelter 
them. 

Many of them wilt days before 
they are passed Into South Vietnam 
. hands. They go without food, sleep- 
ing on the ground. 

"VlllR Pagode" Is merely some 
tents on a bit of land* surrounded 
by water but to many of the refugees. 
It is paradise.',
